The new schedule of water rates will pass the City Council 
Just as originally proposed by Council Water Committee Chair¬ 
man Herman Barter. There will be no amendment ol the pro¬ 
posed ordinance to change the Water Department's accounting 
methods. 

These facts became self-evident after Tuesday night's public 
hearing before a special citizens' committee adjourned without 
any serious opposition to the ordinance being voiced. In fact C. 
A. Vane, whose mimeographed blast at the last Council meeting 
brought about creation of the 
arbitration committee, stood 
practically alone as he reitera¬ 
ted his charge that any in¬ 
creased water revenues would 
be “siphoned off for the sup¬ 
port of non-essential activities 
of the Sierra Madre City Hall." 

The committee did not, as 
had been anticipated, make 
any recommendation to the 
City Council nor did it make 
any expression whatever of its 
collective opinion. Each mem¬ 
ber, however, stated his posi¬ 
tion and all except Vane en¬ 
dorsed the ordinance as now 
written. 

OVERFLOW CROWD 

Mayor Steinberger presided. 

Besides Vane and Barter, the 
committee included John Os¬ 
good, Councilman Henry Kors- 
meier, A. E. Morgan, and form¬ 
er City Manager A1 S. Myers. 

O s g o o d’s endorsement was 
qualified. He described as “dis¬ 
criminatory” the requirement 
for separate service charge for 
each unit of a multiple dwell¬ 
ing, regardless of the number 
of meters, but said he had been 
assured the Council would con¬ 
sider his plea at a later date.

F. H. MacGougan, manager 
of the telephone division of 
California Water and Telephone, 
stated recently in an interview 
with the Sierra Madre NEWS 
that 200 new lines have recent¬ 
ly been installed in the Sierra 
Madre exchange. 

This installation is part of a 
pre-war expansion plan which 
was interrupted by the lack of 
material when the war came 
on. Mr. MacGougan says that 
an order has been given for 200 
more local lines that will prob¬ 
ably be installed during the 
next six months. Two hundred 
lines mean at least 200 new 
phones in the city, and if they 
are party lines the number 
might be multiplied by two, 
three or four times. Many of 
the phones handle the demand 
for extended service in the area. 

When asked how Sierra Ma- 
dreans adjusted themselves to 
the new system of dialing Cu-5, 
Mr. MacGougan said the public 
fell in line very quickly, that it 
took about two weeks for people 
to remember the prefix dialing, 
that two extra operators had to 
be added to the staff during 
that time. 

The prefix dialing is a lead- 
up to dialing any number in 
the Metropolitan area, i.e., Long 
Beach, San Fernando, Los An¬ 
geles, etc. In fact, a plan is 
being worked out so that a dial 
connection over the United 
States will eventually be pos¬ 
sible.

To meet the problem of in¬ 
creased cases of poliomyelitis 
which has produced an emer¬ 
gency situation at the Los An¬ 
geles County General Hospital, 
the Poliomyelitis Coordinating 
Council, which has been organ¬ 
ized for the past two years, has 
been reactivated with represen¬ 
tation from the State Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health, Los An¬ 
geles City Health Department, 
Los Angeles County Health De¬ 
partment, Long Beach City 
Health Department, Pasadena 
City Health Department, Los 
Angeles County Hospital, Los 
Angeles private hospitals, Na¬ 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, American Red Cross, 
and thv Los Angeles County 
Medical Society. The purpose of 
the council is to coordinate the 
efforts of the various agencies 
and to keep the public prop¬ 
erly informed. 

Additional bed space has 
been made available by read¬ 
justment of the patient load in 
the County Hospital and sev¬ 
eral private hospitals, although 
more personnel and bed space 
are still being sought. The Los 
Angeles Chapter of the Nation¬ 
al Foundation for Infantile Pa¬ 
ralysis is contributing financial 
support for hospital care, nurses 
and equipment, and is recruit¬ 
ing physical therapists. The 
American Red Cross is recruit¬ 
ing nurses and preparing Ken¬ 
ny packs used in treatment. 

The following statement con¬ 
cerning poliomyelitis has been 
approved by the health and 
medical authorities of the 
group: 

“The cause of poliomyelitis is 
a virus, a form of germ too 
small to be seen under the mi¬ 
croscope. It may be found in the 
nose and throat secretions and 
in bowel discharges of persons 
with the disease and of appar¬ 
ently healthy carriers. Exactly 
how the virus travels from one 
person to another is not known. 
It may be through the air, 
through contamination of food 
or drink, by way of insects or 
by some combinations of these 
routes. Many individuals ac¬ 
quire the virus with only slight 
signs of illness or none at all. 
Such apparently healthy per¬ 
sons may spread the virus, but 
there is no practical way to de¬ 
tect these carriers.” 

According to an editorial in 
the American Journal of Public 
Health, "During an epidemic, 
advantage may possibly accrue 
from reducing the total number 
of daily contacts between indi¬ 
viduals, but this should be reg¬ 
ulated oh a voluntary basis 
rather than by legal compul¬ 
sions which disrupt community 
life.” 

On the basis of the above 
facts, the following simple 
rules are recommended: 

(1) Avoid overtiring and 
extreme exercise. 

(2) Avoid crowds but do 
not take children out of 
school. There is more likeli¬ 
hood of exposure to new car¬ 
riers when children are taken 
o't of school. 

(3) Do not swim in contam¬ 
inated water. Swimming pools 
are not closed, but contacts 
to new people who may be 
carriers of poliomyelitis may 
be made at swimming pools, 
as at other places where peo¬ 
ple assemble. 

(4) Avoid sudden chilling 
such as plunging into cold 
water on a hot day. Do not 
remain long in cold water. 

(5) Wash hands thorough¬ 
ly before eating and always 
after using the toilet. Wash 
your hands after having been 
in any public place. 

(6) Keep flies away from 
food. Screen windows and 
doors against flies. Keep gar¬ 
bage cans closed tightly. 
Have garbage picked up be¬ 
fore maggots appear. 

(7) Sleep well —eat well. 
Be sure to get plenty of sleep. 
Poliomyelitis hits the tired 
person. Do not overexpose

New Rice and Olive 
Recipes Add Variety 
To Summer Dinners 

A new kind of rice and chop¬ 
ped olives have been combined 
in a dish developed recently. 

The rice is a quick-cooking, 
high-vitamin product called 
pearl rice. 

In one of the recipes used, 
two ounces of dry rice were 
added to an eight-ounce can of 
chopped olives. Then sliced gar¬ 
lic, onions, chopped green pep¬ 
per, salt, tomato sauce, and 
water were added and the mix¬ 
ture was cooked for 20 minutes 
in a pressure cooker. It was 
found advisable to shake the 
cooker frequently to keep the 
ingredients well mixed during 
the swelling of the rice. 

Another rice-olive dish which 
was made contained golden 
pearl rice, precooked until 
plump. This rice was drained 
and stewed lamb was added in 
small pieces. Also added were 
curry, sliced olives, and a small 
amount of broken hot chili 
peppers.

Dear Sir; 

Maybe Sierra Madre is a horse-and-buggy town — and maybe 
it isn’t. Regardless of what one chooses to call it, we like it. 
We like the town, the climate, and the people. We like the quiet 
surroundings. 

Why else would one buy a home out here on the edge of the 
hills and bring his family to this town, than to enjoy this«peace- 
fulness and neighborliness. If such characteristics make a horse- 
and-buggy town then it is a pity we don’t have more of them. 

The Valley has its bigger cities and its fog and smog and 
gasoline fumes and heavy' traffic and continual nerve-racking 
noise. We don’t like those conditions. That’s why we’re in Sierra 
Madre. I travel eighteen miles morning and evening, to and from 
work, for the privilege of living peacefully here and away from 
the City furor. It’s well worth the price. 

Let's not get any delusions of grandeur about building a 
metropolis here on the edge of the foothills and ruining the 
beautilul surroundings with which nature has blessed us. Sierra 
Madre is not geographically situated to be an industrial center 
nor do we have space for industrial development within the City 
boundaries. It is a residential community and such it should be 
kept. If it costs us a little more in taxes to operate a City of 
homes than we would have to pay on our homes if we also had 
industries to tax, let’s pay it and gladly. We consider it a 
splendid investment for ourselves and our children. 

Undoubtedly some parts of the town could stand a little 
better landscaping and better care of trees and shrubbery, etc. 
Let’s bend our efforts in that direction. 

As to residential zoning, established residences should be 
protected, but builders of new homes should also be given con¬ 
sideration. We agree wholeheartedly with the author of the letter 
who last week said, “Let’s have less front yard to mow and more 
back yard to enjoy.” New houses coming into a block already 
partly built up should observe the established set-back line; but 
as now areas are opened up it -is ridiculous to push the houses 
clear to the back of the lot. In a community which has grown 
up as ours it is an impossibility for the Planning Commission to 
establish any hard and fast rules along these lines and the pre¬ 
vailing spirit of friendliness and neighborliness, which in Sierra 
Madre exceeds anything we have seen anywhere else, *vill have 
to be the deciding factor. 

If all of this makes us a horse-and-buggy town, then a horse- 
and-buggy town we are — and we’re proud of it.

Thumbsuclcing Study 
Completed at U. C. 

Thumbsucking seems to be 
more prevalent in children who 
come from happy homes and in 
the more feminine girls. 

These are the findings of Dr. 
Marjorie P. Honzik, research as¬ 
sociate at the University of 
California. Dr. Honzik has re¬ 
cently completed a study of 
thumbsucking in a group of 
200 normal children. 

Dr. Honzik found that about 
one third of the group were 
sucking their thumbs at the 
end of their second year, with 
evidence that the habit begins 
after the baby is frustrated in 
his need for either sucking, 
food, or for comfort during ill¬ 
ness.

anything had been overlooked. 
Reynolds didn’t think it would 
do any good. "I think my 
judgment in this case is good,” 
said he. 

BATTLE OF STATISTICS 

The question of whether the 
Water Department operates at 
a profit, as Vane contends, or 
at a loss, as Barter maintains, 
boiled down to a battle of 
statistics. Vane’s set of figures, 
based on the City Clerk’s re¬ 
port to the State Comptroller 
General, shows a profit of $33,- 
524 for 1936-1947. Korsmeier, 
working with the auditor’s re¬ 
port for the same period, 
slashed this figure clear down 
to $987.27. Myers, also using 
the auditor’s figures, pointed 
out other costs he said were 
properly chargeable to the 
Water Department and insisted 
that instead of profit, large or 
small, there was an actual loss 
of several thousand dollars. 

A good deal of the argument 
was over this writer’s head, but 
it was obviously the consensus 
of the committee that at best 
the Water Department has not 
been getting rich and that it 
must take in more money to 
take care of what everybody 
agrees are urgent needs for re¬ 
placement of present worn-out 
facilities and for expansion of 
facilities to match the growth 
of the city. Mr. Barter has es¬ 
timated at least $120,000 will 
be needed in the next four or 
five years just to keep up with 
the present demand.
